Storing Pecans . 

Coffee County has produced a 
large crop of pecans this year. The 
high volume of pecans will result in 
cheaper prices for consumers, 

You can buy pecans at roadside 
stands or directly from the grower. 
When buying pecans, crack some of 
them to check the quality. You don’t 
want moldy, dark or rancid kernels. 
Also, since a light crop year usually 
seems to follow a heavy crop year, 
you may want to store pecans for lat- 
er use. 

Here are some suggestions for 
storing and freezing pecans. To keep 
pecans at their best, protect them 
from air, moisture and high tempera- 
tures, Nuts in the shell keep their 
high quality longer than shelled nuts. 
Whole nuts become rancid less 
quickly than nuts in pieces. 

lf your are going lo store pecan 
nutmeat, use glass freezer jars, plas- 
lic cartons, reusable tin cans or odor- 
less, grease-proof, moisture-vapor- 
resistant plastic bags. 

To freeze shelled pecans, place 
the nuts in suitable containers, re- 
move all air possible and close ught- 
ly. Label each package with the 
name and date. You may want to add 
whether they are unbroken halves or 
broken pieces. Shelled pecans can be 
stored in the freezer at 0° F or below 
for up to 2 years. 

Shelled pecans can also be stored 
in Suitable containers in the refriger- 
ator for not longer than 9 months. 

If you want to store unshelled pe- 
cans, store them in a cool place (32 
to 38° F). The should keep fresh for 
about 6 months. 

Electric Heaters In Bathrooms 

With.,winter weather here, many 


people have brought out the electric 
heaters to help conserve on overall 
healing costs. 

Portable electric heaters should 
not be used in bathrooms or near 
other sources of water in the home. 
The availability of small, lightweight 
portable electric space heaters make 
it easier to heat rooms such as the 
bathroom. If electric heaters are used 
near water in the home, the appli- 
ance poses an electrocution hazard 
for all family members. 

Most electric heaters do not have 
protection against electrocution 
should the appliance come in contact 
with water. For this reason, electric 
heaters should not be used in bath- 
rooms. Ground fault circuit inter- 
rupters (GFCIs) can be installed in 
any wall outlet to protect against 
electrocution hazards and are partic- 
ularly desirable for outdoor outlets 
and in bathrooms, kitchens, base- 
ments and garages. 

A GFCI constantly monitors elec- 
tricity flowing through a circuit. If 
an electric appliance accidentally 
topples into a sink or tub, the GFCI 
will shut down the power in millisec- 
onds to protect the consumer against 
electrocution. Portable GFCI shock 
protectors can be plugged into out- 
lets when electrical products are 
used in and around the home.

A dry, pregnant, 
needs slightly less than 6% protein 
and 50% energy. A lactating brood 
cow nursing a calf needs at least 9% 
protcin and at least 57% energy to 
meet the needs of that young call 
and her own body. This is particular 
ly true in the first three to four 
months after the calf is born. Once 
the calf is alive, nursing, and walk 
ing around, the mother cow has two 
jobs. The first is to raise this call to 
be as heavy as it possibly can at the 
time the farmer chooses to sell it 
This will in turn increase overall net 
profit. The second job she does is

within the first couple of months al 
ter she calves, she must breed back 
and settle with the calf for the fol 
lowing year, To do this her body 
condition must be at a proper level. 
It has been determined through a 
great deal of research that the 
amount of energy in a feed and the 
hody condition of a cow affects her 
ability to breed back. This is even 
more important than the protein she 
receives. They are all important but 
if she is going to become pregnant 
again while she is nursing a calf, she 
needs to have an elevated body con- 
dition and be on the proper energy 
level within her feed. 

There are several feeds that can 
be fed free choice to a lactating 
brook cow which will more than 
meet her needs, Oats, or what some 
people call whole oats, can be fed 
free choice. They are usually 70% 
energy and 14% protein. Whole cot- 
tonseed has been shown to give no 
problems fed free choice. The theory 
is that there is so much fat in the 
whole cottonseed that the cows will 
only consume what they need. 
Whole cottonseed is 98% energy and 
25% protein, This should be fed 
along with a good quality hay. Win- 
ter grazing, of course, can be fed 
free choice and on the average rye, 
ryegrass, oats and other green winter 
grazing will be around 69% energy

Whole corn can be fed to lactat 
ing brood cows but not on a free 
hoice basis, This is a quick way lo 
founder a cow and even possibly kill 
one if corn is fed free choice. How 
ever, if you are short of winter graz 
ing and you have plenty of hay, you 
can feed cither good quality bahia or 
coastal hay on a free choice basis 
and limit feed lactating brood cows 
with 5 pounds of whole corn per 
head per day. A 1200 pound lactat 
ing brook cow consuming 31 pounds 
of good quality bahia or coastal hay 
along with 5 pounds of whole corn 
will have a ration of around 58% cn 
ergy and close to 10% protein. This 
should more than meet the needs of 
a lactating cow and elevate their en 
ergy level to keep them in good con 


dition 

For all th rations it is still a 
ood idea to feed a high mag salt in 
case you do eventually winter graze 
This can, of course, be fed free 
choice in either loose form or block 
form 

All of these methods should work 
in helping to maintain your brood 
cow. A final note and reminder con 
cerning feeding whole cottonseed, 
make sure that they also have plenty 
of good quality hay available, Also 
make sure that there are no side ef 
fects such as overeating. All indica 


tions are that whole cottonseed is 
high enough in fat that it will help to 
limit feed itself,

The Elba City Council had a 
number of visitors for the Monday 
night meeting, While they didn’t ad-

As background, Haywood told 
those present that the council had 
considered several alternatives for 
raising money, including owning the 
cable TV, sales tax and the occupa- 
tion tax, He said he would like to see 
Elba operating a cable TV system, 
but there was also some concern that 
newer technology would have the 
telephone companies in this business 
within a few years and at a much 
cheaper rate, 

Councilman Earl McCollough, 
who first brought the matter out for 


City council cannot agree 
on counter offer to Mularz

The Elba City Council tackled the 
matter of a possible settlement of the 
Ricky Mularz lawsuit Monday, but 
apparently could reach no agreement 
of a counter offer, 

The council members met for 
over an hour in executive session 
with City Attorney Mark Vaughan. 
Upon returning to their open meet 
ing, the council deadlocked 3-3 on a 
motion by Council member John W. 
Sharpless to present a compromise 
cash offer to one received from Mu- 
larz’s attorney. Sharpless’ motion in- 
cluded the previous olfers of re- 
turning as Recreation Director, ctc., 
and a total cash payment of $30,000. 
This would include back pay, re- 
lirement, vacation and sick leave 
plus all attorney fees, 

Council member Bill Brunson 
seconded the motion saying, “I feel

Haywood then requested the 
council start taking applications for a 
recreation director.

McCollough made a motion to ac- 


_cept applications next Tuesday after- 


noon between the hours of 2:00 and 
5:00 p.m. The position will be as 
temporary recreation director that 
can become permanent, The motion 
first said the pay would be the same 
as Mularz was making and then after 
the actual vote, was modified to 
promise something in the neighbor- 
hood of that amount. 

Brunson twice questioned the in- 
tent of the motion and was assured it 
was only authorizing the taking of 
applications and wasn’t author- 
izauion to hire someone. The motion 
passed with only Sharpless voting 
against the action. 

There was no discussion about, 
nor time set for, the council to meet 
and review any applicants, nor to 
discuss the hiring of a recreation di- 
rector. 


open discussion, was chairman of a 
committee appointed by Mayor Hay- 
wood to look into the tax, get an es- 
timate on how much money it would 
generate, and report back to the city 
council, 

The matter was on the agenda for 
discussion, however McCollough 
said the committee was not prepared 
to make a recommendation, Other 
committee members added that they 
had not yet met to discuss the issue.

Haywood reinforced this promise 
of the hearing by suggesting that 
such a public hearing would be held 
at one of the new schools, to insure

Radar detector now illegal 
on commercial vehicles 


Radar detector use by drivers of 
most commercial vehicles operating 
in Alabama became illegal when a 
national ban went into effect January 
20, according to Col. George F, 
McMinn, Public Safety director, 

“This ban promotes highway 
safety by lowering speeds and less- 
ening the severity of accidents,” said 
McMinn. 

The radar detector ban applies to 
vehicles with gross vehicle weight 
rating of 10,001 pounds or more, ve- 
hicles designed to carry 16 or more 
persons, and any vehicle transpon- 
ing hazardous materials. 

State troopers will issue warning 
citations for 60 days from the Janu- 
ary 20 effective date. 

Violation of this law is a Class A 
misdemeanor and could result in a 
fine of up to $2,000 and a jail sen- 
tence of up to one year, 

The federal rule banning the de- 
teclors was sponsored by the Federal 
Highway Administration and sup- 
ported by the following organiza- 
tions: Advocates for Highway and 
Auto Safety, American Automobile 
Association, American Trucking As- 
sociauions, Insurance Institute for 
Highway Safety, International Asso- 
ciation of Chiefs of Police, National 
Association of Governors Highway 
Safety Representatives, National 
Safety Council, and Public Citizens.

The annual increase in both 
Social Security and SSI benefits is 
based on the rise in the Consumer 
Price Index. Other changes that will 
become effective in January are based 
on automatic adjustment provisions 
in the law and are tied to the increase 
in average wares.

The latest increase raises the 
average Social Security benefit fora 
retired worker from $657 to $674 per

The average monthly benefit 
for a couple where both spouses are

Beginning in 1994, all wages 
and salaries will be subject to the 
Medicare portion of the Social Se 
curity tax 1.45 percent. In 1993, 
the tax was paid on earnings up to

the tax remains at 2.9 percent and it, 
too, applies to all their earnings 
These changes were made as aresult 
of the 1993 budget law. 

This yearthe amountof wages 
needed to earn one Social Security 
“credit” will go up from $590 in 
1993 to $620 in 1994. The maxi 
mum number of credits that can be 
earned each year is four. To be 
eligible for Social Security benefits, 
a person needs a certain number of 
credits this depends on their 
birthdate and the type of benefit re 
quested. 

Beneficiaries between the 
ages of 65 and 69 can earn a maxi 
mum of $11,160 in 1994 without 
reducing the amount of their Social 
Security benefits — a limit increase 
Of $600 from 1993, 

Also, for those under age 65, 
the corresponding limit will be 
$8,040 in 1994 an increase of 
$360 from last year, Meanwhile, the 
benefits of people age 70 or older 
who work will be unchanged re 
gardless of their income level. 


Elba City School System orders 
diesel powered school bus

The Elba City School system has 
placed an order for one diesel pow- 
ered school bus. Delivery is not ex- 
pected until next October, 

The $37,000 bus will replace a 
1972 bus presently being maintained 
by the school as a reserve unit. The 
1972 reserve unit is used when a 
first line bus is in the shop or to 
make short field trips during the day 
when newer buses are on their regu- 
lar routes. 

The school system now has some

state funds which are earmarked for 
transportation and must be used this 
year or returned to State. 

The money comes to every school 
system in the state on a formula of 
$4600 multiplied by the number of 
pre-1978 buses still in operation. 
Elba received $18,700 this year. 
This is in addition to $7,500 held 
over from the same fund from last 
year. That is a total of $26,200, how- 
ever there will be some additional 
money available October Ist. That 
will be in time to hopefully pay the 
balance on the $37,000 bus, ac- 
cording to Superintendent Charles 
Pearce.

Remembering 


With Jake 


In about 1930-32 when I was 10 
to 12 years old, I was intrigued by a 
nice elderly lady that came to our 
home to visit my great aunt. She was 
Mrs. Ella Treadwell Brunson. My 
grandmother's sister was Lucy Con- 
nolley Warren, Her husband, Willard 
Warren, died in 1918. Her oldest 
son, Robert, died of typhoid fever in 
1908, Her other son also died. She 
had no family, so my Mother and Fa- 
ther did the only Christian thing they 
could. She came to live with us. No 
one had ever thought of nursing 
homes. 

Willard Warren's mother was a 
Treadwell so she was related 
through marriage to Miss Ella, What 
attracted my youthful attention was 
that Aunt Lucy and Miss Ella were 
hard of hearing. Miss Ella brought 
her ear trumpet and Aunt Lucy had 
hers. As implied, they were shaped 
like a trumpet, the curved, small 
piece fit into the ear and the large 
end you talked into. They talked 
loudly into the homs. 

Miss Ella was the widow of John 
Franklin Brunson, Sr, and lived in a 
large story and a half house that was 
the only structure on that block. The 
house was in the same location as 
the present Elba City Hall: 

John F. Brunson had a large farm 
east of Woodland Grove. That com- 
munity was named Brunson. He was 
postmaster there until the office was 
closed in 1904, He had a cotton gin, 
a grist mill, and sawmill on Oak 
Creck. I’m sure that all of this ma- 
chinery worked very slowly com- 
pared to today’s high speed of every- 
thing we do. In that day and time 
people were not in a big hurry. Just 
to get the job done was good 
enough. When he decided to build a 
house in Elba, he sawed his own tim- 
ber and I am sure he brought it to 
Elba by mules, or possibly oxen, and 
built that large house in 1908. It cov- 
ered much of that small block. 

To the best of my knowledge, this 
couple had three sons and three 
daughters that lived to maturity. 

John F, Brunson, Sr. was born in 
1856 and died here in Elba in 1916. 
They carried his body back to Wood- 
land Grove and buried him close to 
an infant child of the couple that 
died before they came to Elba. As 
time went by, most of their children 
marricd. Mrs. Ella Treadwell Brun- 
son was born in 1858 and died in 
1938, 

Will M. Brunson (I feel that he 
was William, but I never heard any- 
thing but Will) married Annie Rush- 
ing. John Franklin Brunson (here 
again, he never used Jr.) married Le- 
ola Estelle Johnson. Emmett Tread- 
well Brunson married Foye Thomas 
Lucy Brunson marricd Lee English. 
Beatrice Brunson marricd George 
Saxon. Mabel Brunson never mar- 


ried. 

I knew all of them with the excep- 
tion of Beatrice. I feel sure I knew 
her, but not enough for details. 

When Mrs. Ella T. Brunson died 
she was buried in the Elba Evergreen 
Cemetery in the Brunson lot. Will 
and my Father were good friends 
and he had Bonneau-Jeter Funcral 
Home to disinter his father and in- 
fant and the remains brought to Ev- 
ergreen Cemetery and interned next 
to Miss Ella. I was in high school so 
I feel sure that Comer DeVane and

It had a 
big porch and a large living room 
that you entered into from the front 
door, These were used by everyone 
that lived there, | have found so 
many families that lived there, They 
all spoke highly of the time they 
spent there with the neighborly feel- 
ings of sitting on the porch and talk- 
ing, playing cards and games in the 
large and beautiful living room. 

I think it is a good way to show 
how times have changed along with 
the value of the dollar to tell this. 
Oscar and Betty Vaughan were liv- 
ing there in about 1950. Their apart- 
ment was small and the family was 
growing, A larger apartnicnt became 
available and Oscar asked Mabel 
Brunson if he could have it, She 
said, “Well you are paying $15.00 a 
month now and that one is $20.00. 
Do you think you can afford it?” 

Emmett Treadwell Brunson be- 
came a medical doctor and moved to 
Samson to practice. I only recall 
talking to him one time. I went to 
Samson to his office to get him to 
sign a death certificate and he was 
very pleasant. He was bom in 1893 
and died in 1973. He is buried at Ev- 
ergreen Cemetery. His son became a 
doctor and practiced in Enterprise. 
He was Dr. Emmett Thomas Brun- 
son. He was born in 1931 and died 
in 1982. Mrs, Foye Thomas Brunson 
died very recently and was brought 
here from Birmingham for burial be- 
tween her husband and son. 

Lucy Brunson was born in 1895 
and died in 1969. She marricd Lee 
English, and they had three children, 
Bill, who I knew years ago and 
haven't seen in a coon’s age; Dud 
M. English is married and lives here; 
and Nell English who is retired and 
sull lives in Montgomery. The Mont- 
gomery Advertiser recently carried a 
full page in the Sunday paper about 
her wonderful volunteer efforts and 
how effective they were for the good 
of mankind.

The debate on education reform is 
important to Coffee County, even 
though the area’s school systems are 
in relatively good shape, a local leg- 
islator said, 

“We can’t live in a vacuum,” said 
state Rep, Jimmy Holley, D-Elba. 
“The quality of education in Ma- 
rengo County or Birmingham has a 
direct impact on employment op- 
portunities statewide,” 

Govemor Jim Folsom is expected 
to call a special session on education 
in November or early December, 

“We have the chance now,” Fol- 
som said in a statement released by 
his office, “The people of Alabama 
recognize that we can either make 
these changes ourselves our have the 
courts do it for us,” 

Montgomery Circuit Court Judge 
sn Reese set a September 30, 
1994, deadline Thursday for the Leg- 
islature to pass an equitable funding 
plan for the state’s public schools, 

The deadline is a new develop- 
ment in the state’s long-running eq- 
uity funding lawsuit, which began in 
1990, Reese ruled in March that the 
state's education funding system is 
unfair to poor school systems, 

A later deadline would be “to the 
deuriment of school children across 
the state,” Reese said, 

“To wait until 1995 for imple- 
mentation of those proposed rem- 
edies will only ensure that those stu- 
dents who started in first grade in 
1990 will be in junior high school in 
1995 without the benefit of any of 
these reforms that have been sug- 
gested,” he said, 

The Legislature is expected to 
take up education funding in a No- 
vember or December special session, 

Casino gambling has been dis- 


Cusses as a possible school funding 
method, But Barbara Thomas, the 
governor’s press secretary, said Fol- 
som had not decided whether to con- 
sider to propose gambling as a fund- 
ing solution, 

“Gov. Folsom has made no de- 
cision or commitment at all on gam- 
bling,” she said. 

Holley said he would decided 
whether to support gambling legisla- 
tion syne} and if he sees such a pro- 

sal, 

Other funding options include 
raising taxes statewide and giving 
school boards more taxing authority. 

Sandra Sims-deGraffenried, di- 
rector of the Alabama Association of 
School Boards, said although raising 
sales tax might help with funding, 
such an increase would not be a vi- 
able solution, 

“We would rather see something 
long-range passed,” she said, 

A two-cent increase in sales tax 
statewide would not raise enough 
money to pay for proposed changes 
in Alabama schools, —Sims- 
deGraffenried said, 

The school board association 
“would su part givin more author- 
ity to local boards,” she said, to levy 
property taxes instead, 

Thomas said tax reform is nec- 
essary for education reform to suc- 
ceed, 

“Those issues are locked together 
in solving the education crisis,” she 
said. 

If the Legislature does not act to 
ensure equitable funding for schools 
by the court-mandated deadline, 
Reese could act to enforce equity 
funding in education by imposing 
taxes, ordering the state finance di- 
rector to take funds from other areas 
or ordering the state to redistribute 
funds to poccee districts in what has 
been called the “Robin Hood” ap- 
proach. 

“The governor has maintained all 
along that the Legislature and the 

le of Alabama need to do this, 
or the court will do it for us,” Thom- 
as said.
